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The oval gold medal commemorating the Jubilee of the South Eastern Railway, 1886, named to Myles Fenton (lot 1076) was bought 
for £550 (£633); Fenton, from Redhill, had been appointed general manager of the Metropolitan Railway in 1863, the year of the 
opening of the world’s first underground railway. An oval mother-of-pearl free ticket of the Midland Railway, c.1850 (lot 1075) found 
a new home for £450 (£518), while as much as £400 (£460) was needed for a copper pass of London's Theatre Royal, 1671 (lot 
1077). 


Medals connected with education, exhibitions and the medical profession, from the James Spencer collection, combined to bring 
£8,220 (£9,453). As with previous elements of the collection there was plenty to interest the specialist, with the series of exhibition 
medals being particularly strongly contested. A gilt medal for the Isle of Man International Exhibition of 1892 (lot 1142) made £360 
(£414), or six times estimate, while a plaque presented to the chief architect of the Japan-British Exhibition, 1910 (lot 1131) brought 
£230 (£265). British historical medals performed well, with gold medals for the coronations of George III (lot 1176) and William and 
Mary (lot 1165) bringing £1,600 (£1,840) and £850 (£978), while those for William IV (lot 1205) and Victoria (lot 1209) changed 
hands for £980 (£1,127) and £1,100 (£1,265); a large gold medal for Victoria’s golden jubilee, 1887 (lot 1226) required £1,400 
(£1,610). A most attractive repoussé medal of Princess Mary and the four-year old Prince William of Orange, 1654 (lot 1160) needed 
£900 (£1,035), while £780 (£897) was paid for a large silver medal commemorating the accession of William IV, 1830 (lot 1203). 


A collection of French art medals in silver grossed £7,180 (£8,257), with most of the demand centred on pieces from the art déco 
period, although one exception was a silver plaque for the 1900 Paris Expo issued for the Société des Amis de Médailles de la France 
(lot 1391), for which £300 (£345) was paid. Elsewhere, a most attractive silver-gilt medal of the same event by J. Loysel (lot 1498) was 
much fancied and eventually cost £600 (£690), while an example of the stunning déco plaque for the inauguration of the Franco- 
American oil refinery at Port Jerome, Rouen, 1934 (lot 1551) commanded £650 (£748). On the day when London was announced as 
the host city for the 2012 Games (the auctioneer’s earlier announcement of which sparked an impromptu round of applause), 
Olympic medals were popular, with a bronze example for the 1936 Berlin event (lot 1588) realising £350 (£403). 


The closing session of paper money, mostly a collection of British notes, largely matched expectations, an exception was a Bank of 
England £20, 1931, Birmingham issue (lot 1714), knocked down for £2,600 (£2,990). A first issue Bradbury £1, August 1914 (lot 
1675) needed £900 (£1,035) and a Bank of England £50, 1924 (lot 1707), £700 (£805). Among the miscellanea, £800 (£920) was bid 
for an Exchequer bill, 1709 (lot 1787).

Coin Auction 6 July 2005 


The current demand for post-1817 British gold sovereigns collected by date was, among other themes, well and truly borne out by the 
results of the latest DNW coin auction on 6 July, when a total of 1,849 lots from 125 different vendors grossed £280,780 (£322,897 
including premium). There were 262 individual buyers. 


Over 130 lots were devoted to the collection of sovereigns formed by Arnold Holt, for which £46,085 (£52,998) was paid. Top price, 
and indeed the highest price of the auction, was £10,000 (£11,500) for a very rare specimen dated 1828 (lot 481). KB Coins parted 
with £2,600 (£2,990) for an 1841 (lot 492) and £1,600 (£1,840) for an 1839 (lot 491); an 1859 ‘Ansell’ issue from brittle gold (lot 
511) soared away to £1,150 (£1,323) and a rare 1874 (lot 528) was contested to £1,550 (£1,783). A commission bidder claimed an 
1887 shield issue of Melbourne (lot 543) for £1,500 (£1,725). Of the more modern pieces, an imperfect 1908 Ottawa proof (lot 572) 
was a surprise at £2,800 (£3,220), while a much rarer coin, one of the very few 1923 Pretoria currency issues known (lot 596), 
needed £2,600 (£2,990). 


Other British coins enjoyed mixed fortunes, with an 1893 proof set (lot 605) selling for a reasonable £4,800 (£5,520) and a 1937 gold 
set (lot 612) bringing £1,600 (£1,840). A George | two-guineas, 1720 (lot 286) made £2,100 (£2,415), while a similar coin dated 1664 
(lot 253) was sold for £1,750 (£2,013) and a James II crown, 1687 (lot 265) for £1,200 (£1,380). A nice 1847 Gothic crown (lot 383) 
matched the pre-sale estimate of £1,100 (£1,265) and an equally attractive halfcrown of 1842 (lot 371) was bid to £750 (£863). Best 
hammered coin was a Charles | Pontefract shilling, 1648 (lot 249) which, despite some damage, commanded £1,800 (£2,070). A gold 
unite of the same monarch (lot 236) brought £1,250 (£1,438) and a penny of Archbishop Wulfred of Canterbury found near Poole last 
year (lot 154) sold to Baldwin for £850 (£978). A small collection of hammered pennies, mostly of Edward | (lots 118-151), totalled 
£1,935 (£2,225), while the Scottish and Irish were largely unremarkable, except for a mixed lot of Alexander III sterlings which hid at 
least two major rarities (lot 633), thus explaining the £2,200 (£2,530) needed to secure them. 


The auction started with ancient coins, for which there has been a resurgence in demand in England of late. A group of 48 Byzantine 
coins in gold and silver, the property of an English collector, was well dispersed and racked up £6,470 (£7,441); elsewhere, a 
denarius of Mark Antony from the late Keith Aiken’s collection (lot 66) was bought in the room for £250 (£288). Keith Aiken’s 
principal interest had been early medieval coins, and his collection of pieces from mainland Europe and the Near East was keenly 
contested, grossing £6,760 (£7,774); a penny of the 11th century Norwegian king Olaf Kyrre (lot 723) made £600 (£690) and a 
superb little Anglo-Gallic obole of Henry Il (lot 677), £230 (£265). A companion group of European medieval coins formed by the 
late Dr George Tatler commanded £2,900 (£3,335). Of the later world coins, the South African section produced a few surprises, with 
an 1894 halfcrown, virtually as struck (lot 854), attracting a lot of pre-sale attention, so much so that it eventually quadrupled estimate 
at £1,200 (£1,380). A commission bidder claimed a Burgers pond, 1874, that had been mounted (lot 832) for £900 (£1,035), while a 
1937 proof set (lot 866) brought £410 (£472). 


Tokens commenced with the collection of 19th century pieces formed by the Pennsylvania numismatist David Litrenta, for which a 
total of £11,815 (£13,587) was bid. Demand was strongest for the Irish element, with the only known example of the 1816 silver 
proof penny of the Dublin merchant Edward Stephens (lot 949), which graced the front cover of the catalogue, bringing £2,900 
(£3,335); it had sold for the equivalent of £780 when last auctioned in 1998. An 1813 pattern penny of the same issuer (lot 946), 
which had also changed hands in 1998 for the equivalent of £430, cost £1,050 (£1,208), while a pattern penny of Edward Bewley, 
1816 (lot 943) brought £650 (£748). Elsewhere, the only set of the 1893-4 New Birmingham tokens in brass known to be available to 
commerce (lot 928), with a lengthy pedigree, soared away to £1,000 (£1,150). Among the tokens from other properties, an engraved 
convict’s token naming an individual who was sent to America in 1783, together with a woodblock plate (lot 1054), was back on the 
London market for the first time in 21 years, when it had changed hands for £140; this time it needed no less than £1,100 (£1,265) to 
take it home. An interesting engraved shilling detailing the demise of the frigate Cerberus in Bermuda in April 1783 (lot 1053) was 
secured by a private collector for £420 (£483), as was a square 17th century halfpenny issued by John Harris of Hampton Wick, 
Middlesex (lot 982). A rare 1669 halfpenny of Elizabeth Vaughan of Aveley, Essex (lot 966) reached a surprising £340 (£391). 


Tickets and passes were graced by several pieces of interest, none more so than the London & Greenwich Railway silver director’s 
ticket awarded to Sir William Beattie (lot 1073), the surgeon who attended the fatally injured Lord Nelson on board HMS Victory at 
the battle of Trafalgar. There was considerable pre-sale speculation about what this would bring, bearing in mind that because Beattie 
died in 1842 he did not live long enough to receive the Naval General Service medal and it is not known whether he received any 
other named medal. In the event it was bought in the room for £2,500 (£2,875), changing hands on the very day that a new 
exhibition, featuring the musket ball which caused the fatal injury and other Nelson ephemera which had been presented to Beattie at 
the time, opened at the National Maritime Museum.

elcome to Auction 67, the first of three sales that DNW are staging in the two days prior to this 
year’s International COINEX. Our most prestige auction to date, this catalogue brings together a 
wide range of British material and a small yet select group of coins of the world. 

The first 134 lots are devoted to Celtic coins, mostly from the collection formed by Tony Abramson of 
Leeds, which is introduced on the next page. Mr Abramson’s series of groats of Henry VI, mostly bought from 
Trevor Owen, precede the Tood collection of British sovereigns. With the emphasis on rarity and quality rather 
than quantity, the Tood group is a particularly important offering. Significantly, it includes one of the very few 
coins known dated 1819 (lot 165), a high grade 1828 (lot 176) and an 1863 with the die number 827 on 
truncation (lot 205); from the 20th century there is the Sharps Pixley 1916 Ottawa mint sovereign (lot 218), as 
well as 1917 London and 1924 Pretoria specimens (lots 219, 221). In a complementary role are no less than 
147 Victorian sovereigns from the period 1863 to 1874, collected by die number. 

Session 2 opens with a group of hammered silver crowns from the Warwick collection. Formed with 
care and diligence over many years, it includes pieces, such as a group of portrait daalders of Philip II of Spain 
bearing his English titles, which were represented as ‘crowns’ in many such collections in the past by people 
like Wilfred Thorpe, Harold Paget, Herbert Whitley and Frederick Cooper. Of particular note is an attractive 
example of what some believe to be the very first Commonwealth crown, 1649, the type of neat workmanship 
and with wire-line inner circle (lot 350); its distinguished and lengthy pedigree includes ownership by Brigg 
and Dr Carter. 

The Joanna Tansley collection of patterns, proofs and coining trials is perhaps the most interesting and 
diverse group of such material ever to have been offered for sale. Chock-full of rarities and desiderata at every 
level and put together over the last 25 years, highlights include the actual pieces circulated at meetings of the 
Decimal Currency Committee in 1963 by the then Deputy Master of the Mint (lots 417-18). Elsewhere there 
are two exceptionally rare trial pennies by the Kings Norton Metal Co (lots 383-4), two uniface models for 
1926 coins by F. Derwent Wood (lots 386, 390), an Edward VIII model shilling (lot 399) and numerous 
patterns by Christopher Ironside and Arnold Machin. 

Over 550 lots are devoted to British coins from other properties. In the early hammered series there 
are several important metal detecting finds, including an attractive and very rare penny of the Hiberno-Norse 
Viking ruler, Olaf Sihtricsson (lot 517), unearthed in East Yorkshire, and a penny of Matilda possibly 
attributable to Monmouth, an otherwise unrecorded mint (lot 538). An extremely rare Norwich half-ryal of 
Edward IV (lot 575) shares the stage with a fine sovereign of Elizabeth | (lot 633) and two rose ryals of James | 
(lots 644, 657). Highlights of the milled group include the 1817 pattern crown in gold featured on the front 
cover (lot 930), a previously unknown proof sovereign of George IV, 1830 (lot 951), a Victorian pattern five- 
pounds, 1839 (lot 986), an exceptional Charles II two-guineas, 1664 (lot 706), pattern two-guinea and two- 
pound pieces of George Ill (lots 875, 921), a Cromwell broad (lot 696) and a top quality George | ‘Prince 
Elector’ guinea, 1714 (lot 801). 

For the fourth successive year our COINEX sale features a good run of Scottish coins. Star this time is a 
James VI twenty-pounds, 1576 (lot 1169), once in the collection of the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. There is 
also a rare half-rider of James III (lot 1151), two bonnet pieces of James V (lots 1161, 1162) and a half-pistole, 
1701 (lot 1213). Irish coins are headed by an Ormonde gold pistole reputed to have been found in a box of 
brass coin weights; this exceptional rarity is believed to be one of only two available to commerce (lot 1218). 

A group of coins of Southern Africa heads the day’s closing session. Juxtaposed among some modern 
proofs and sets characterised by tiny mintages is a complete 1892 ZAR proof set (lot 1286), believed the only 
such set to have been offered at auction in recent memory. Elsewhere, there is a previously unknown example 
of the extremely rare William Pitt farthing, 1766 (lot 1382), which surfaced in an old collection in the North of 
England earlier this year, an 1854 set of Indian pattern restrikes (lot 1341) and several German multiple thalers 
(lots 1326-7, 1329-30). 

A quick reminder not to forget our other auctions this week, 67A and 67B, which between them 
feature over 900 lots of British 18th century trade tokens (including contemporary political medals) and paper 
money. We look forward to seeing clients old and new, both at the auctions and at our table at COINEX.

Tony Abramson 


ony Abramson, a well-known figure in Yorkshire numismatic circles, has been a coin collector all his 
life. He recalls collecting farthings, in a shoe box, at the tender age of 4 in Coronation year — and being 
rather cross when his Mother spent them. His hunter-gatherer instincts were sharpened at the age of 8 
when he came across what ultimately proved to be half-a-dozen second century AD Kushan coins from 


Taxila, these being the sole possessions of his Father’s twin who died in a Japanese PoW camp. 


At 12 Tony was making forays into darkest Manchester, alien territory for a Leeds boy, buying, for 
example, a piece of Chinese knife money which turned out to be a 19th century facsimile of an 18th century 
forgery. Very instructive, especially when it cost five weeks’ pocket money! An enquiring mind and 
adventurous spirit meant that he continued to amass a wide variety of material during his teenage years. 
Perhaps the study of economic history in the late 1960s at the University of Lancaster helped refine his 
numismatic ambitions. 


Married to Jane in 1972 and newly qualified as a chartered accountant, the demands of a lively 
family restricted Tony’s ability to collect, directing him towards the inexpensive yet fascinating areas of 
archaic Oriental and primitive currencies, the coinages of Islamic and Viking trade routes and the Silk Road, 
Judaic coins and Abramson medals. It was the boundaries where differing cultures touched or collided that 
most intrigued him. 


In the early 1990s he put together the group of Celtic coins now on offer. Typically of the man, this is 
a representative collection, illustrating the cultural influences evidenced by this coinage and the political and 
economic development of Celtic society. In the closing years of the last century Tony collected hammered 


pennies and his current focus is on the early Anglo-Saxon sceatta coinage. 


Tony has written on many numismatic subjects, from a history of the Khazars to the murderous story 
of the Yorkshire Coiners, and was involved in the production of volume 3 of the Yorkshire Numismatist. He 
hopes to publish an identification guide to sceattas, Sceatta Finder, shortly. When not thinking about sceattas, 
Tony acts as a part-time finance director for a number of high-technology start-up companies. He founded 
Applied Vision, which won the prestigious Queen’s Award for Technological Achievement in 1995, and in 
2002 helped BBC Radio 4 make a programme on the split capital investment scandal as part of a prize- 
winning Inside Money series.

oanna Tansley has been interested in coins from an early age. Her first speciality was in the coins of the 
Commonwealth, a field studded by variants and struck at a time when the British coinage was about to 
undergo major changes in production. 


Having parted with the Commonwealth collection, Joanna established herself as a collector of patterns — 
not just because they are rare in themselves, but because they form an important part of the often-lengthy 
numismatic route from conception to final design. From the patterns came an interest in the so-called ‘VIP’ 
proof record coins which, as Graham Dyer relates opposite, started to fetch inordinate amounts of money at 
Glendining’s in the early 1960s when the odd piece found its way into commerce. 


Her major interest, however, was in the trials and patterns produced prior to the introduction of decimalisation 
in Britain. In this respect she has brought together an outstanding group of material which is almost certainly 
the best collection of its kind outside the Royal Mint. Here are the actual pieces circulated at meetings of the 
Decimal Currency Committee in 1963 by Sir Jack James, then Deputy Master of the Mint; in a real sense, the 
bronze coins can be regarded as unique lineal ancestors of the two pence and pennies in our pockets today 
(lots 417-18). 


The section of miscellaneous trials and proving pieces brings together a wide group of material about which 
very little has been published. In this respect as much as possible has been illustrated for the record, from the 
interesting typeface trials produced in 1961 to flan, plating and size trials, even a highly unusual press set-up 
piece made at Llantrisant, pairing a Britannia Moneta trial with the Cincinnati salesman’s ‘offer to buy a beer’ 
advertising check slogan (lot 480). There is also a trial blank believed to have been produced by ICI Metals Ltd 
early in the gestation period for the new nickel-brass threepence of Edward VIII (lot 485). The concluding 
group of advertisement pieces promote the wares and achievements of a number of independent mints and 
individuals, from Ralph Heaton & Son and the Kings Norton Metal Co and their successors, to those of the 
Birmingham penmaker and city beneficiary Sir Josiah Mason (lot 502). 


Not content with the quest to accumulate, Joanna closely studied the Mint’s Annual Reports to ascertain what 
might be available that could possibly be overlooked by others. Like most collectors she enjoys the hunt for 
new acquisitions, but describes her collecting as ‘incidental’ to the thirst for knowledge — in a way, this 
collection represents her voyage of discovery. In parting with it she has only two regrets; she never found a 
fully struck seven-sided 25 pence of the type experimentally produced in 1981 (see footnote to lot 434), nor 
an example of the proposed plastic currency from the 1960s (not to be confused with the various series of toy 
money described by the late David Rogers). P.J.P-M. 


s a collector Joanna Tansley has always had an enthusiastic interest in the odd and the unusual. It is 

no surprise, therefore, to find that her collection comprises a wide variety of trial and experimental 

pieces, ranging in date from the reign of George III to the present day and emanating from private 
mints as well as from the Royal Mint. 


Prominently represented in the collection are well known patterns from the 1840s and 1850s when a decimal 
coinage was seriously contemplated for Britain; these patterns have their more recent counterparts in the 
series of trials from the 1960s when a decimal coinage was finally taking shape. Somewhat different in their 
appeal are specimens of proof coins struck by the Royal Mint not for sale to collectors but for record purposes 
as samples of the coins produced each year by the Mint. Intended for certain national collections, for display 
and exhibition, for presentation to potential customers, these record proofs ceased in the 1960s after their 
rising numismatic value encouraged their appearance in the saleroom and brought them unfortunate notoriety 
in official circles. 


Also present, and reflecting the very proper concern of the Royal Mint to experiment with new alloys or with 
adjustments in its processes, are a number of trial pieces with the design of Britannia Moneta so often used for 
such purposes since 1927. It is this concern for improvement which explains the presence of British West 
African shilling trials, which have nothing to do with the coinage of British West Africa but, being regarded as 
a technically suitable design, everything to do with a combined attempt by the Royal Mint and the 
Birmingham mints in the late 1960s to investigate cheaper coinage materials, an attempt that bore fruit in 
1971 with a coinage in stainless iron for Iraq. 


Mention of the private mints in Birmingham is a reminder that Joanna Tansley has not restricted her attention 
to the trials and patterns of the Royal Mint. Not only are the Birmingham Mint Limited and Imperial Metal 
Industries represented here but also suppliers of minting equipment such as Greenwood & Batley of Leeds, 
whose blanking presses were a noisy feature of the old Royal Mint at Tower Hill. There are even trial pieces 
from the Royal Canadian Mint. 


As | know from conversations and correspondence with her during the past fifteen years or so, Joanna Tansley 

has an enquiring mind. She has not collected coins simply because they might be rare or beautiful but 

because she has been interested in the reasons why they exist, in the story that lies behind their production. 

More than most collectors, perhaps, she typifies the motto of my Alma Mater, the London School of 
Economics — Rerum Cognoscere Causas (to know the meaning of things).

The real purpose of this piece is not now known. Rayner, in ESC (p.33) maintains the time-honoured view that it was a pattern for a crown executed c.

The Royal Mint Advisory Committee had come to the conclusion in 1923 that the existing reverse designs of the silver coinage were unsuited to give 
good impressions using blanks of the binary silver standard.

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THE DECIMAL CURRENCY COMMITTEE 
The trial coins in the following five lots were minted in late 1962 and early 1963 for the Decimal Currency Committee, 
appointed in December 1961 to advise on the most convenient and practical form that a decimal currency might take. 
The chairman of the Committee was the 3rd Earl of Halsbury, who combined strong historical intuitions with the 
attitudes of a distinguished scientist; the secretary was Mr N.E.A. Moore, who subsequently held the similar post in the 
Decimal Currency Board which introduced the new currency in 1968. Moore himself suffered a protracted illness in 
1963 which meant that secretarial responsibility on the Committee fell to John Rimington, his assistant. It was Rimington 
who drafted the Committee’s report published in June 1963. 


The trials in the following two lots are the actual pieces circulated at meetings of the Committee by Sir Jack James, CB 
(1906-80), Deputy Master of the Mint, in order to aid discussion of possible options. Following the publication of the 
report of the Committee, the pieces were retained by Mr Rimington until placed on the open market in November 1997. 
Only two other sets with comparable status exist in private hands. 


The Committee’s recommendations for a new coinage were overtaken by the period of rapid inflation between 1963 
and February 1971 when full decimalisation took effect, yet these trials can reasonably be regarded as the physical 
ancestors of those pieces in the present coinage that correspond to them.

Ignatius Kutu Acheampong (1931-79), soldier and political leader from Kumasi, served with the British army in Germany in the mid 1950s and, after 
attending staff college at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, became commanding officer of the 5th and 6th Bn, Ghana contingent, on the UN Belgian Congo 
peacekeeping force. In 1971 he was appointed commander of Ghana’s 1st Infantry Brigade. Under the pretext of Kofi Busia’s austerity budget later that 
year and the devaluation of the cedi, Ghana’s monetary unit, by 44%, Acheampong staged a military coup on 13 January 1972 which overthrew 
Busia’s government. Acheampong set himself up as head of state and established the National Redemption Council to rule the country, with himself as 
chairman. Initially popular within Ghana because he repudiated some of Ghana's foreign debts with the slogan ‘yentua’ (we won't pay), he preached 
self-sufficiency, but corruption and inflation led to outbreaks of discontent which he suppressed. His NRC militarised Ghanaian society but his downfall 
began with the transformation of the NRC into the Supreme Military Council in 1975. Violent student demonstrations against Acheampong’s proposals 
for a union government led to a referendum in 1978 that was widely regarded as being rigged and in July of that year he was ousted from power and 
placed under house arrest. On 16 June 1979 he was executed by firing squad after a short trial by the Armed Forces Revolutionary Council, which had 
seized power in another coup

The Leeds firm of Greenwood & Batley, founded in East street, Leeds, in 1856, removed in 1859 to the Albion Works at Armley. They supplied coining 
presses and associated machinery to a number of foreign mints. Abdur Rahman Khan (c. 1844-1901), grandson of Dost Mahomed, was invited by Lord 
Lytton, the Governor-General, to become Amir of Afghanistan after the cessation of the Second Afghan War in 1880. Rahman was promised further 
aid from Britain provided he adopt a pro-British foreign policy. One of the by-products of this was the appointment of Sir Thomas Acquin Martin 
(1850-1906) as his Agent-General in 1887. Martin, head of Martin & Co, civil engineers, of London and Clive street, Calcutta, in turn sent Sir Thomas 
Salter Pyne, KB, CSI (1860-1921) to Kabul, where Pyne reorganised the Kabul mint with presses ordered from Greenwood & Batley. The first of these 
presses, despatched from England on 19 October 1894, was for minting the new 39mm 5 rupee coin; this proving piece was almost certainly made at 
that time.

This is probably the first advertising check for Ralph Heaton & Son, brassfounders, diesinkers, stampers and piercers, Bath street, Birmingham, the 
business so styled in 1848 when, at the age of 21, Ralph Heaton III (1827-91) joined his father, Ralph Heaton II (1794-1862) in it.

It wasn’t long in coming; early in 1853 Ralph Heaton III, then domiciled in Marseille where he was running the 
re-equipped French mint, learnt that the Master of the Mint in London wished to outsource all that year’s production of Imperial copper coins, from the 
penny to the quarter-farthing. Ralph III tendered for the business, won it and the Heaton mint at Shadwell street had turned out 500 tons of copper coins, 
at a rate of up to 80,000 coins per day, by August 1853; the company’s big copper contract with the Royal Mint was completed in 1855. As a result of 
this success, the style of the Bath street business changed to Ralph Heaton & Sons in 1854, reflecting the management changes wrought by Ralph III, 
the effective head of the business by that time

William Raymond Pearce King, CBE (1910-80) was one of the pivotal figures in the history of the Birmingham mint in the mid 20th century. A 
mechanical and industrial engineer with Imperial Metal Industries, he was persuaded to join the Mint by W.F. Brazener, who was appointed general 
manager in the wake of the shareholder revolt of 1935 that saw the operation of the Mint pass out of family control. King joined as a departmental 
manager, rising to become Mint manager in 1937, concurrent with a turnround of the business and the order book filling up. Brazener retired in April 
1960 and King took over as managing director. During the next decade the Mint’s coinage business underwent a great resurgence. In April 1973 King 
became vice chairman, succeeding as chairman in April 1974 when the company changed its name to The Birmingham Mint Ltd. He retired from the 
board in 1978

First and third only illustrated. Sir Josiah Mason (1795-1881), the son of a Kidderminster weaver, had very little education, teaching himself to read and 
write while, from the tender age of 8, becoming a street hawker of confectionery, fruit and vegetables. In his teens he tried his hand at numerous 
trades, including shoemaking and house-painting, before moving to Birmingham in 1816 to work for his uncle, Richard Griffiths, manager of the Aston 
Flint Glassworks. Griffiths had recently invested in a toymaking and jewellery business and in 1817 Mason was placed in charge of it. A dispute with his 
uncle led, in 1822, to Mason working for Samuel Harrison, a split-ring manufacturer in Lancaster street, Aston, who is thought to have been the first 
person to make steel pen nibs in Birmingham. Retiring in 1823, Harrison sold the business to Mason for £500. From 1829 to 1875, when he retired at 
the age of 80, Mason was the largest producer of pens in England, supplying all the Perryian pens made ostensibly for James Perry, the London stationer 
and employing over 1,000 people. In 1842 Mason bought a third-share in the pioneering electroplating business established by George Elkington, while 
he was also to the fore in pioneering nickel plating as a cheap substitute for silver plate, helping to establish the world’s first nickel manufacturing works 
in Erdington. Mason was a considerable benefactor to the city of Birmingham, opening almshouses, orphanages and a college of science, two early 
alumni at which were Stanley Baldwin and Neville Chamberlain. His checks were made by Heaton’s sometime after 1872 (Hawkins pp.286-7).

Cincinnati began as a small machine shop in the downtown area of the city of the same name in Ohio, USA, in the mid 1860s. After World War II it 
took over the Birmingham press manufacturers Horden, Mason & Edwards, who had been approached by the Royal Mint in the early 1960s to prepare 
a specialist modern coining press suitable for the quantities of UK coins needed when the country changed over to a decimal system; the Mint 
estimated that 150 additional presses alone would be needed (Cooper, p.231). HME designed the Coinmaster, a forged steel press with a novel rotary 
feed plate, which was subsequently sold to many mints the world over. In 1969 the parent company name changed to Cincinnati Milacron, reflecting 
the rapid development of plastics and injection moulding in the company’s markets; the name was changed again to Milacron Inc in 1998

Henry Maudslay (1771-1831) a pioneering precision engineer, together with a draughtsman in his employ, Joseph Field (1786-1863), entered into 
partnership as Maudslay Son & Field in 1821 (restyled Sons in 1832), located at 110 Westminster Bridge road, Lambeth. Until the business closed in 
1900, the Maudslay firm supplied and repaired machinery at the Royal Mint. In 1851, when the Mint ceased to be operated on a contract basis, 
Maudslay's tendered for the coining work, but were rejected because of cost. Undeterred, Maudslay's succeeded in supplying coining presses to at 
least one overseas government, when the Turkish mint bought 13 presses from them between 1853 and 1860. 


Schuler AG, a global manufacturer of minting machinery and presses headquartered at Gdppingen, Germany, with its subsidiary, Schuler Presses UK, 
based at Tamworth, grew out of the company founded by Louis Schuler, an industrialist, in 1839. The company has been making coining presses for 
over a century and its products are in use in mints the world over. Schuler are the world’s only manufacturer of horizontal coining presses, employed 
exclusively for the processing of round blanks (Cooper, p.231)

In 1855 his company began printing British postage stamps and in 1860 obtained its first 
contract to print banknotes, for Mauritius. Converted into a private company in 1896, its reputation was such that the Treasury commissioned de la Rue 
to print the famous Bradbury banknotes during World War I. Since 1930 the company, which had converted to public ownership in 1921, has printed 
banknotes for a number of countries and issuing authorities worldwide, acquiring the Waterlow banknote and security printing business in 1961

His resultant ‘Head of 
Ceres’ not only won the Society’s gold medal but was adopted for the striking of the Society’s gold medal for Agriculture. William Wyon followed this 
success by winning another of the Society’s gold medals, this time for his design for a naval medal. In 1815 he cut the Great Seals for Scotland and 
Ireland. On the death of the chief engraver, Thomas Wyon Jr, in 1817, William Wyon was appointed second engraver. The legendary ‘Incorrupta’ and 
‘Three Graces’ pattern crowns, arguably his most celebrated productions, were quick to follow. The reverse design of the ‘Incorrupta’ is thought to 
have been influenced by that of the Cromwell crown by Thomas Simon. 


The Wyon family produced a number of accomplished artists and engravers and was the last of three such notable families with influence in the design 
of British coins and medals, the others being the Roettiers and the Hameranis

This intriguing piece combines a Pistrucci-style obverse (perhaps by J.G. Hancock) with a late Soho penny reverse (KP 32) which was also utilised to 
strike medals commemorative of the visit of the Duchess of Kent and Princess (later Queen) Victoria to the Soho mint on 6 August 1830 (BHM 1435-6), 
which would seem to indicate that it, too, was made at about that time, although George IV had died on 26 June 1830. Its companion in gold, also 
owned by Murdoch, Ferrari and Brand, subsequently passed to Belden Roach for $110 through the offices of the Texas dealer B. Max Mehl; at Roach’s

According to Hailstone, writing in Coincraft’s Standard Catalogue, the proof Gothic crowns with a plain edge were struck by the Mint at a later date as 
presentation pieces. From its date of issue the Gothic crown was widely admired as a technical and artistic tour de force on the part of Wyon and, 
though Hailstone does not quote a source for his statement, a coin of this kind would certainly represent an ideal and very appropriate gift for important 
visitors to the Mint during the second half of the century — and that they were used in this manner may well have been the case. Nonetheless, at least a 
few were struck in 1847. This can be established beyond doubt from letters written by the 19th century numismatist Benjamin Nightingale to James 
Silburn, of Pocklington, Yorkshire, between July and September of that year, extracts of which were published in SNC March 1986. In one letter, dated 
July 1847, Nightingale writes “I have obtained my Proof Crown of Victoria and | asked Mr. Wyon for one for you [Silburn], but | was refused. Only 
20 Proofs (with plain edges) have been taken, and Wyon says he has applications for 500!”

Illustrated on the back cover. In the summer of 1646 the Royalist garrison of Dublin and its environs was sorely pressed and in urgent need of specie. 
James Butler, Duke of Ormonde, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and Lieutenant-General of the King’s forces in Ireland, feared defection of some of his 
troops unless they were paid. With silver plate having long since been taken in for conversion to coin, he issued a Warrant in the King’s name on 29 
July from Dublin Castle stipulating that gold of diverse and uncertain value was to be melted down and converted into ‘pledges’ of &dwts 14grs and 
4dwts 7ers for the relief of the distressed soldiers. This task was to be undertaken by Peter Vaneyndhoven and Gilbert Tongues, foundation members of 
the Dublin Goldsmiths’ Company founded by Royal Charter of 22 December 1637 and who had earlier been similarly commissioned by the Lord 
Justices following their Proclamation of 14 January 1642/3 to convert silver plate to the pledges once known as Lord Inchiquin’s money. They were to 
take twelve pence for every twenty shillings’ worth struck in payment for their labours. 

The bullion available would likely have comprised foreign coin in addition to plate. Queen Henrietta Maria had sent 10,000 pistoles in amount 
from France at the King’s behest. The French pistole was rated at 13s. 4d. and, with the circulation of French and Spanish gold (the 2 escudos was 
known as a pistole), it was not surprising that these pledges came to be known as double-pistoles and pistoles. Demand persisted and, on 1 February 
1646/7, Ormonde issued another Warrant which called in rings, chains and broken gold for coining. These pledges were a coinage of necessity and 
represent the only gold coinage of Ireland. 

Ten other pistoles are known. Seven are in the National Museum of Ireland, one in the Ulster Museum, one in the American Numismatic Society 
collection and one formerly in the Gerard Brady collection (Whyte’s Auction, Dublin, 29 April 2000, lot 248, previously from the Bridgewater House 
collection, Sotheby Auction, 15-16 June 1972, lot 551 [present whereabouts unkown to the cataloguer]).

Although a lease had been granted in 1891 to the Nationale Bank of the Zuid Afrikaansche Republiek to establish a state mint in Pretoria, 
President Kruger was anxious to get new coins into circulation and placed an order with the Royal Prussian mint at Berlin. The task of 
engraving the dies was assigned to Otto Schultz (1848-1911), the Berliner who had enjoyed a varied career working with the Loos 
medallic business in the city and with L.C. Wyon at the Royal Mint, London, before joining the Berlin mint as Second Medallist under 
Emil Weigand (1837-1906). Initially Schultz engraved the ox-wagon on the three largest denominations with two shafts, instead of the 
single shaft of the disselboom [wagon with a single pole] represented in the arms of the Republic. This, and the fact that Schultz placed 
his initials below the bust of Kruger, which were interpreted in Afrikaans as ox, meant that the first shipment of coins from Berlin were ill- 
received in the Republic. On Kruger’s orders the dies were altered and it was not until 1893 that the new Pretoria mint started striking 


1892-dated coins from Berlin-prepared dies. 


It is estimated that less than 10 complete 1892 proof sets exist and the Berlin mint, where they were struck, did not issue them in cases, 
which accounts for the fact that some of the coins exhibit minor surface blemishes.

At the end of 1853 the matrices, punches and dies for the Indian gold coins, ordered by the Court of Directors of the East India Company from William

It would appear that they 
were struck in the immediate aftermath of the euphoria for Pitt in the United States at that time. Little is known of the exact circumstances of their 
issue, although they have been popularly ascribed to James Smither (1741-97), an English gunsmith and metal engraver active in Philadelphia in the 
1760s and 1770s.

easily the finest seen by the cataloguer of the present specimen was that in the John J. Ford collection (Part VII, lot 137), sold in January this year for

The ownership of the lot(s) purchased shall not pass to the buyer until he or 
she has made payment in full to Dix Noonan Webb of the ‘total amount due’ 


in pounds sterling. 


9 (a) The buyer shall at his or her own expense take away the lot(s) purchased 
not later than 5 working days after the day of the auction but (unless credit 
terms have been agreed in accordance with Condition 7) not before payment 


to Dix Noonan Webb of the ‘total amount due’. 


(b) The buyer shall be responsible for any removal, storage and insurance 


charges on any lot not taken away within 5 working days after the day of the 


auction. 


(c) The packing and handling of purchased lots by Dix Noonan Webb staff is 
undertaken solely as a courtesy to clients and, in the case of fragile articles, 
will be undertaken only at Dix Noonan Webb's discretion. In no event will 
Dix Noonan Webb be liable for damage to glass or frames, regardless of the 


Cause. 


10 Buyers’ responsibilities for lots purchased 

The buyer will be responsible for loss or damage to lots purchased from the 
time of collection or the expiry of 5 working days after the day of the auction, 
whichever is the sooner. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents 
shall thereafter be responsible for any loss or damage of any kind, whether 
caused by negligence or otherwise, while any lot is in its custody or under 


its control. 


11 Remedies for non-payment or failure to collect purchase 

If any lot is not paid for in full and taken away in accordance with Conditions 
6 and 10, or if there is any other breach of either of those Conditions, Dix 
Noonan Webb as agent of the seller shall, at its absolute discretion and 
without prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one 


or more of the following rights and remedies: 
(a) to proceed against the buyer for damages for breach of contract. 


(b) to rescind the sale of that or any other lots sold to the defaulting buyer at 


the same or any other auction. 


(c) to re-sell the lot or cause it to be re-sold by public auction or private sale 
and the defaulting buyer shall pay to Dix Noonan Webb any resulting 
deficiency in the ‘total amount due’ (after deduction of any part payment and 


addition of re-sale costs) and any surplus shall belong to the seller. 


(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting buyer 
and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 


elsewhere. 


(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the ‘total 
amount due’ to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working days 


after the day of the auction. 


(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any other 


auction and release it only after payment of the ‘total amount due’. 


(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 


future. 


(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter becoming 
due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the ‘total amount due’ and 
to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer which is in Dix 


Noonan Webb's possession for any purpose. 


12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 


warranties are hereby excluded. 


(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 
which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
‘deliberate forgery’ and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 


that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 


(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 


with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 


indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 


(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a ‘deliberate forgery’ was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 


process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 


(c) A buyer’s claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 


expense incurred by him or her. 


(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 


Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 


Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 


13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 


seller. 


14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any lot, 
being the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be treated as sold. 
A reserve once placed by the seller shall not be changed without thc consent 
of Dix Noonan Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 
‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to 
which the seller is entitled shall be the same as they would have been had 
the sale been at the reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the 


auctioneer may bid on behalf of the seller. 


15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 
The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the ‘stated 
rate’ and ‘expenses’ from the ‘hammer price’ and acknowledges Dix Noonan 


Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 


16 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 


Webb in respect of the lot. 


17 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 


unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 


18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer. If circumstances 
do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the 
seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller’s expense to agree special 
terms for payment of the ‘total amount due’, to remove, store and insure the 
lot sold, to settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix 
Noonan Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as 
are necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if 


necessary to rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 


19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
‘total amount due’ within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 


20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15% of Dix Noonan Webb’s then latest estimate or 
middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together with 
Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, and 


‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the property. 


21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 


auction). 


22 Unsold lots 
Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 


sale or to collect the lot. 


23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the ‘stated rates’ calculated on the ‘bought-in price’ and in addition 


‘expenses’ in respect of any unsold lots. 
General conditions and definitions 


24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 


any default by seller or buyer. 


25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 


responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 


26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 


27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 


to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 


28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 


again. 


29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 


suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 


(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 


30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 


deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 


31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 


English courts. 


32 In these Conditions: 
(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 


(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 


charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 


(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 


been in accordance with that description; 


(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 


capacity and howsoever arising; 


(f) ‘stated rate’ means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 


the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 


(g) ‘expenses’ in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 


(h) ‘bought-in price’ means 5 percent more than the highest bid received 


below the reserve. 


33 Vendors’ commission of sales 
A commission of 15 percent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price on 
lots sold. 


34 VAT 
Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 


seller is resident in the European Union.
